Nearer To Florida 


MIAMI, Fla. (#—Tropical storm Florence veered 
slightly to the north late Sunday and Florida residents 
were warned to keep a wary eye on its movement. 


The Weather Bureau said the 
storm, sixth of the season, offers 
no immediate threat to the state, 
which still is adding up its losses 


from destructive Donna. 
“However, all interests should 
keep in touch with future advices 
beginning on Monday and until the 
eventual course of the storm can 
be determined,” forecasters 


At last report, Florence was 690 
miles east-southeast of Miami. It 
was about 75 miles south of the 
track taken earlier this month 
by Donna. 


Residents of the southeastern 
and central Bahamas and the 
north coast of Cuba were warned 
to expect gale force winds Sun- 
day night. The storm, attended by 
top winds of 55 miles an hour, was 
moving at about 10 miles an hour.

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For Red Onslaught | 


This is a crucial week for the United | 
Nations and the world. It is doubly so 
for the United States and its leadership 
of the non-Communist bloc. 

With the opening of the U.N. Gen- 
éral Assembly tomorrow the Communist 
hierarchy, personally led by Soviet Pre- 
tmier Nikita Khrushchev, will be on hand 
to launch a propaganda circus certain to 
be unprecedented in its intensity. It will 
be aimed primarily at the United States 
but indirectly to undermine and perhaps 
destroy the United Nations itself. 

Their intention is political gain and 
military advantage. Their tactics are 
based on the big lie, the Hitlerian tech- 
nique of covering Soviet imperialist de- 
signs by accusing others of them. 
Surely no nation has failed to see 
what the Soviets have tried to do in the 
Congo. The attempt to sabotage the U.N. 
by encouraging strife and chaos is so plain 
that the most frantic of lies will not hide 
the truth. Harrassments and the war of 
nerves over West Berlin bear Moscow 
labels. 

It would be folly for any of us not 
to grasp the meaning of what is going on. 
As columnist James Reston pointed out 
a few days ago, the big issue eight years 
ago in the presidential campaign was 
Democratic “containment” of Soviet pow- 
er versus Republican “liberation” of the 
Russian satellites. In 1960, however, the 
Communists are talking about “liberat- 
ing” Africa and even Latin America. 

In 1952 the main battle areas of the 
cold war were the Yellow Sea, the Per- 
sian Gulf a.id the Eastern Mediterranean. 
Now they are In the South Atlantic, cen- 
tral Africa and even the Caribbean. And 
Nikita Khrushchev arrives in New York 
today to condemn the United States as a 
threat to the peace of the world. 

The United States and the West will 
know more about the future Communist 
offensive in the next few days. We may 
expect the worst and certainly should do 
whatever possible to appear other than 
weakly defensive.

For School Study Group 


The state committee now studying 
possible revisions in the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program for Education shouldn’t 
have too far to look in finding,the basic 
weakness in the present system of financ- 
ing public schools in Georgia. 

In its 1960 research report, Rankings 
of the States, page 21, the National Edu- 
cation Assn. lays it out in statistics. 

In the 48 states and Washington, D.C., 
the amount of revenue for public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools from local 


governments during 1957-58 was 56.2 per © 


cent of the total. The amount of local sup- 
port in Georgia was 22.7 per cent, less 
than half the national average and fifth 
from the bottom. 

In the percentage of funds provided 
by the states, Georgia ranked third from 
the top, providing 71.9 of the total. 

But in this patchwork distribution of 
funds, some of the larger systems with 
enroliments must provide as much as 
two-thirds of their funds locally. _ 

The state is doing more than its share 
in most systems, Some communities with 
growing enrollments are doing more than 
theirs. But if all communities would bear 
a fair share of the burden, Georgia's 
school system would be financed ade- 
quately and well.

SAN FRANCISCO—Nearly all the political 


forces and counter-forces which will determine 
the election are visible here in California. This

The formidable assets which 
Sen.

This is the 
first presidential election in two 
decades in which the Democrats 
have had command of the State 
House, now tenanted by Gov.

They have 
a decisive majority of the con- 
gressional delegation. 


Sen. Kennedy has the asset of 
a predominant Democratic reg- 
istration. It regularly runs three- 
to-two Democratic and the Dem- 
ocrats will almost certainly have 
boosted it another 500,000 as a 
result of the concentrated regis- 
tration drive they have just fin- 
ished. 


Nixon has assets of his own. 
They stem from his personal po- 
litical strength in the state and 
from Democratic weaknesses. 

All the evidence shows that the 
vice president is stronger than 
his party. In his election to the 
House in 1946 and in his election 
to the Senate in 1950 he won 
heavy Democratic support. The 
latest results of the California 
Poll, a professional survey organ- 
ization, not only shows him lead- 
ing Kennedy 49 to 44 per cent, 
but what is more important, it 
shows him getting 20 per cent of 
the Democratic votes to Ken- 
nedy’s 5 per cent support among 
registered Republicans. If he can 
maintain this edge, he can take 
California.

Don't Go Together 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M. D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Two years 
ago I had an operation for 
chronic duodenal ulcers with 
pyloric obstruction and had 70 
per cent of my stomach re- 
moved. 


I was 60 years old at that 
time and recovered beautifully. 
I have no ill effects now. I eat 
everything, only my portions 
are small, and I don’t have 
liquids except between meals. 
I’m doing swell. 


But I am worried about the 
ulcers coming back. What help 
can you give me?—C. B. 


We don’t know what causes 
stomach ulcers — an “ulcer” 
being a sore, and a “duodenal 
ulcer’’ being one in the duodenum, 


which is adjacent to the stomach. 
We don’t know what causes ulcers 
—but we do know what irritates 
them and keeps them sore in- 
stead of letting them heal. Most 
of our minor or mild or moderate 
sores and woes tend to get better 
if we will give them a chance. 
The same for ulcers. 


We know that these ulcers can 
develop at any’ age — even in 
babyhood. We know that strongly 
spiced foods, smoking, over-tense 
nerves, over-supply of digestive 
juices, overactive effort of the 
stomach and lack ef food in the 
stomach for the muscular activity 
to wrestle with all tend to keep an 
ulcer active instead of letting it 
heal. 


So our first rule is to control as 
best we can (or as best the pa- 
tient can) these factors. About 
four times in five this works. 


When it doesn’t we resort to 
stronger methods, one of which 
is surgery. That’s what happened 
with you. 

This worked with you. You eat 
“everything.” You don’t have as 
much stomach, so you eat less at 
a time. You eat only what your 
curtailed digestive system can 
handle at one eating. But within 
that limit you do very well. 


Now let me go back to one of 
the problems involved with ulcers:

How about you? You have been

And, of course, 
there is no way to replace the late J. B. Whitworth, who was a truly 
great line coach. 


Alabama was more powerful than advertised. Bryant said 
before the game that offense had held priority in spring and fall 
practice, and the results were obvious. Without checking the record, 
it’s safe to assume that no Bryant team had cashed 21 points in 
one quarter against a major league foe since Babe Parilli was 
wowing ’em at Kentucky. 


The heralded Tide defense, which has now limited 11 straight 
opponents to one TD or less since Georgia scored 17 last year, 
was colossal. The Bulldogs won’t encounter another team this 
season the equal of Alabama on defense. 


And they aren't apt to jam their own offensive machine with so 
many killing penalties. Officials marched off 115 yards against 
Georgia for assorted infractions, particularly damaging in the 
early going. 


Against the hard-nosed Tidesmen, Francis Tarkenton hit on 15 
of 31 passes for 152 yards. Despite an all-out effort, Fred Brown, 
Bill Godfrey and Bobby Walden couldn’t get the ground game roll- 
ing. Soph Bill Jackson indicated on his 78-yard punt return that he’ll 
help the infantry considerably in the future. 

The Bulldogs moved the ball on Alabama, but they couldn't 
connect when the chips were showing. They'll continue to move it, 
and they'll score. They'll have to put the points on the board, how- 
ever, for there probably will be quite a few posted on the opposite 
side.

TEL-AVIV (WNS)—The time- 
worn gags about mother-in-law 
are no longer funny in Israel. 
In fact, 68 per cent of married 
Israeli men like their mothers- 
in law, 24 per cent are indif- 
ferent, and only eight per cent 
hate them. 


This is the result of a survey 
involving 5,250 married couples 
here, by the Institute of Social 


- Research. The Institute, which 


carried out a Kinsey-like sur- 
vey of Israeli sex habits under 
an American grant, also probed 
the attitudes of husbands to- 
wards their in-laws. 


Results were startling. ‘The 
traditional mother-in-law jokes 
are no longer funny and many 
Israelis find them offensive,” 
the researchers reported. They 
quoted a recent court case in 
which a novelty card manufac- 
turer sued an Israeli cab driver 
for destroying his entire stock 
of mother-in-law gag cards. 
These greeting cards included 
holiday and birthday wishes ac- 
companied by the picture of an 
electric chair, or such standard 
cartoons as Arab slavers flee- 
ing in terror from the sheik’s 
mother-in-law.
